Factory of Chelmsford Spring Com- 


pany Destroyed—Loss of $20,000 


—Lowell Dept Responded 


One of the largest and most spectac- 


ular fires .that Chelmsford has seen 
for a lon^ time took place early this 
morning:, when 
the 
factory 
of the 


Chelmsford SprinK & Tonic Co. was- 
burned to the ground. 
Some of the 


teams of the Lowell department re- 
sponded and 
th« apparatus of tho 


Chuhnsford .department as well worked 
hard in an attempt to extinguish the 
Are. 


The cause of the fire is thought to 
have 
been 
spontaneous combustion 
from soft coal: Sorao time- ago a lumc 
amount of soft coal was put In, 'and 
this in 'some way ga-ve off ^ases that 
res-ultod--in .the (ire. 
About* 5.3t> this 
morning1 thu janitor discovered ablaze 
In the boiler ruoni u.nd immediately 
tried to put It out with several tire 
extinguishers. 'The fire had secured a 
Kuod start, however, and the blaze soon 
spread from tho boiler room to the 
rest of the building-. 
The. fire boll 
was then runpr and at tibout 6 o'clock 
the Chelmsford fire department and 
apparatus arrived on the scene.. By 
this time the fire had gained great 
headway and the entire building was 
a biasing mass. 
Chief R. P. Adams 


of the Chelmsford department imme- 
diately telephoned to the Lowell dt- 
partment for assistance. 
Practically 
all of the' t6\Vhspeople' turned out and 
assisted the department in their work. 


Four of the auto trucks "were re- 


moved from the garage and two safes 
were taken out of the building as well 
ii3 a great many rases of ginger ale 
and tonics. The heat was intense and 


the embers from the blaze were carried I 
Viy. a strong: wind over all sections'of: 
rhe town. 
It was thought for a time ; 


that-the grain milt of Sweetser & .Day I 
•wrmld*catch; fire but through thVefforts i. 
of {lit! proprietors the building \v«is wot j 
down ana was thus saved. 


At about seven o'clock scvtiral of tho 


teiims (if thu "Lowell department ar- 
rived after a long and hard run.

engine was immediately placed on the 
edge of tho mill pond which is just In 
the rear of the factory and within 'a, 
"short time ti stream was playing on the 
blazn.

The principal**difficulty 
the 


firemen had to contend with v/as 
the 


poor water facilities, us there is not 
any water power in thu town and the 
streams that were 
pumped

have much effect. After the Lowell de- 
partment arrived the end wall in which 
the office is located fell in, many of the . 
spectators having very 
narrow es- 


capes. 
Very soon afterward the.wall 


facing the street gave way and 
fell 


with a terrific crash. . 


1 There were over 10,000 cases stored in 
the factory, 
containing about 
75,000- 


bottles many of these bottles 
being 


filled and as the contents became heat- ; 
ed they burst, sending the tonic and ; 
fragments of buttles in all 
directions. 


At times during the fire tho air up- 
pearcd. to be lilled with 
debris 
from 


slight explosives among the cases anfl 
these carried pieces of glass that were 
very dangerous to the firemen. 
Mr. Armstrong.'- the 
superintendent 


of the concern, said tbfftt the building 
was insured for about 513,000, •. Martin 
Robbing & Son, and 
Arthur 
Warren 


carrying the insurance. 
This amount 


will not cover the 
loss as there, is 


over 520,000 worth of stock stored in 
the building.. If the fire had been'in 
the .summer 'the loss would have been 
a great ti(;ai less. 
During the winter 


the -cases arc returned and the busi- 
ness in a. way decreases. 
Tiiis is why 


the largo "amount of stock was In the 
building1. 
Air. Armstrong la also in-

Those who know' 
them say that this renowned medicine is all they need 


Two Buildings Were Wrecked— 


The Shock Was Felt for 


Miles Around 


TO SEND DELEGATION 


AMESBURT. Nov. 20.—A 
terrific 


gas explosion demolished two build- 
ings of thn Amesbury & Salisbury Gas 
company at 1 o'clock last evening, jar- 
•ing: dwelling- houses 
and 
breaking 


hundreds of windows within a radius 
of two miles. 


Tho ignition of leaking gas from the 


purifying room of the plant by a spark 
from a passing switch engine in the 
Boston & Maine railroad yards caused 
the explosion. 


Only the bravery of two employes of 


tlit; company, who, at the risk of their 
lives shut off valves 
and 
drew 
the 
boiler fires, prevented greater damages 
and possibly many deaths. Had the 
big storage tnnk been blown up it Is 
believed it would have killed many 
people in the vicinity, and the gns 
supply of Amesbury would have been 
cut off. 


Just a few seconds before 7 o'clock 


Eel ward Hogan, an expert gas man, 
•who was making the rounds of the 
plant, smclled the. escaping gas in the 
purifying room. Realizing the immi- 
nent danger of an explosion, he ran 
toward the engine room to notify Pat- 
rick Griflin, the liremnn in charge, to 
shut off the power. 
As he reached the engine room door, 


50 foot away, the door blew off the 
purifying room and the. walls 
were 


buckled out to the railroad truck near 
by. 
A second explosion followed the 


first almost immediately, tearing the 
walls and roof .from'the chemical store 
house. 
Hogan was showered with bricks 


and lumber before he could gain tho 
shelter of tho engine room. 
The un- 
tire plant was enveloped in a sheet of 
flaming gas which blazed 100 feet into 
the air. 
. The Ural thought of Hogan was to 
shut off the valve leading from tho 
ntorngo tank into the purifying room. 
Shouting Instructions to Grfftln, lio cut 


! oft: this' supply and tho.n the two .of 


them ran from pipe lo pipe, shutting 
down the cocks and valves.

boiler room and drew the fires, turning 
the hose inio the fire boxes. 
They 


worked rapidly and had done every- 
thing possible to' protect tho plant in 
iess than five minutes. 


The 
crew 
of the switch engine, 


which caused the. explosion, sounded a 
fire alarm on tho whistles, and a citi- 
zen turned in an alarm from -a street 
box. 
When tho fire department re- 


sponded it was found that the wagons 
had to be driven through 
a narrow 
space of less than 20 feel between the 
buildings and the storage tank, which 
it was feared might be exploded at any 
minute by the still burning lumber 
from the chemical storehouse. 


No difficulty was experienced by the 


firemen 
in 
extinguishing the fire, 
which was burning feebly among some 
of the debris. The storehouse bad been 
torn to pieces and the 
lumber was 
scattered over the yard, together with 
the .bricks and mortar from the dam- 
aged purifying room. 


In Newburwport, 
live miles away, 
the force of tho explosion was 
felt 


plainly. 
China was broken in houses 


three 
miles distant 
The sheet of 


flame which followed 
the 
explosion 


could be seen nearly six miles away. 
Tlie damage was estimated at several 
thousand dollars.

m.nny decoys are lost. A single sink- 
box costs about forty dollars, and a 
double one may be obtained for sixty 
dollars. The license for shooting- from 
one of theso queer contrivances is 
$25.75. The supply boat is, of course, 
tho "Itorn" of ihe outfit, and these 
may cost nnywhern from five hundred 
to several 
thousand dollars, as it 


may please tho taste and suit the 
poeketbook of the owner. 
It is n o t , 


absolutely necessary to own one of 
these vessels as they can be rented, 
as they frequently are, by parties of 
men who olub together sharing the 


expense. 


Another method of shooting: ducks 


—a curious one from the fact that 
tho ducks do not fear a white ob- 
ject—is by tho use of what is known 
as a "sneak-boat" or "bushwackcr's" 
outfit. 
The sneak-boat is about the 


size of an ordinary row-boat and is 
painted white. 
A will to canvas cur- 


tain about eighteen inches deep 
hung around the bow to hide from 
view the gunner, who is also clothed 
In white. 
About one hundred and 


fifty decoys are set out In tho water 
about six,hundred feet from the boat. 
The ducks light among the decoys 
and the man In the sneak-boat silent- 
ly sculls within shooting distance and 
fires at them. 
Frequently a sneak- 


boat can come within a few feet of 
a duck without it making the least 
effort to set away, especially^if the 
decoys are nearby. 
Thn theory ad- 


vanced by hunters to explain 
the 


duck's lack of fear of white objects 
is that they are accustomed to seeing 
snow and ice on the river and do 
not know the difference, between that 
and tho silent white boat. Tho license 
for an outfit of this type costs $5.75. 
The difference in price from that of 
tho permit for a sink-box is that 
fewer ducks are killed by this method. 
A sneak-boat costs about §40.00 and 
about two hundred decoys are need- 
ed. A supply boat is not a necessity. 


Curiosity is a trait which 
often 


brings a duck to its death, for a 
strange object on the water will often 
cause them to hover about in one 
spot for an hour. 
One gunner who 


frequents the flats tells a story which 
is an excellent Illustration of duck 
curiosity. 
Ho onco tied a red hand- 


kerchief to the tail of his dog and 
let tho animal run up and down the 
shore of the river. 
A number of 


ducks were attracted and they hover- 
ed about watching the waving rng 
until he had shot three of the largest 
of the Hock. 


During the last few years the fiats 


have been overrun with professional 
gunners, and rigid laws hart to be 


enacted to conserve duck life. 
Even 


with these the sportsmen 
complain 


that the ducks are becoming fewer 
each year. 
The protection of tho 


ducks comes under the Stato Gamo 
"Warden and several of these olllcera 
are on hand at tho flats to seo that 
the law is carried out. The new law 
passed last year, which prohibits the 
shipping of wild ducks Into 
New 


York City, has, to a certain extent, 
discouraged tho professional gunner, 
for it has taken away hia best market 
for canvas-hacks. 
There is no law, 


however, which .prevents the gunner 
from carrying his own bag to the 
city. 
Tt, however, does not pay the 


professional gunner to shoot in this 
way, so the flats are left to tho men 
who shoot for amusement and to give 
their friends the pleasure of duck 
dinners. The season opens on Novem- 
ber first, and gunners are allowed to 
shoot three days—Mondays, Wednes- 
days and Fridays, of each week dur- 
ing November and December, 
and 


four days a week from January first 
until April first, when the gunning 
season closes. 
The greatest amount 


of shooting la done early In the sea- 
son while tho weather is mtld, and 
during 
November 
and 
December 


sportsmen from all parts of the coun- 
try gather on the flats. 
No shooting 


is allowed before five A. M., so the 
men go out late In the evening of 
the preceding day nnd anchor, and 
at five o'clock the next morning, they 
cross an Imaginary line, ns soon aa 
they are able, to see the ducks and 
begin firing. 


The fiats have been tho favorite 


hunting ground of many of our noted 
statesman, nmong them, the late Grov- 
cr Cleveland, who used to spend much 
time there during tho season. 
Ho 


was a particularly good shot, and his 
bag was the choice birds of the flats.

Was Not the Invention of Samuel H. 
: Morse According to Declaration by 


" Prof. Money 
WASHINGTON". 
Nov. 
20. — The 


Morse code by which messages are 
flashed over the vast network uf wire.i 
throughout the civilized world was not 
the invention of Sumue! 13. ^lor.sc. but 
of. Irish origin, being the old Gaelic dot 
and dash alphabet In UEO. as early as 
llftO. This declaration by Prof. James 
Money before the archaeological, soci- 
ety of "Washington at Us meeting in 
the national museum has stirred up a 
heated controversy. 
Prof. Money de- 


clared that the Gaelic alphabet or the 
Ogem system as it IK known was actu- 
ally the basis of the so-called Morse 
code. He insisted his contention was 
fully carried out by the records of the 
ancient Irish people as found in stone 
and wooden carvings. 


"There were 17 letters in the Gaelic 


alphabet," he declared, "and they be- 
gan with one dash, went up 
to 
five 


dashes, then from five dashes down to 
one dash and then began the dots very 
much the same as the Morse alphabet 
used by telegraphers."

"weeping thief and "Fagtn," master 
of more than 40 girl .thieves, who stole 
for him, died fighting when trapped in 
a Bronx hotel Monday night. 


Evidence developed yesterday that he 


.did not turn his llrshot automatic pis- 
tol on himself after he had shot one 


. man to death and wounded four others 


in the pitched battle, but 
with 
the 


woman who was known as his wife, 
was killed by bullets from detectives' 
revolvers. 


This new light on thp sensational 
battle was revealed by the 
autopsy. 


Vogcl's pistol fired only steel jacketed 
bullets; one. lead bullet from a, police 
revolver pierced the heart of the thief, 
another bored through him directly un- 
der the heart and a third shattered 
his right -wrist. 


The woman, at first thought to have 
been killed by Vogel. 'was killed by 
bullets from the detectives' weapons— 
one through the heart and 
another 


through the neck. 


Voxel's identity was easily estab- 


lished, .but the woman's 
identity re- 


mains unknown. What, it is hoped, will 
prove a clew to various unexplained 
features of the case, was a cipher code 
in capital letters, written on a sheet ot 
paper found Iii a handbag carried by 
the woman. 
Experts have been given 


this code to decipher. 


Vogel, who had a long criminal rec- \ 
::rd and many aliases, had 
thorough- j 


ly systematized his operations us a 


"Fagin," the detectives investigating 
the case say. His servant girl tools, 
said to number 
40 . .or more, were 


moved as chasspieces in a, game, .their 
master causing them to bring their loot 
to one of several "homes", he main- 
tained and then answer advertisements 
and obtain now places where they 
could gain more plunder. 
Sophie Beckendorf, a girl of IS, ar- 


rested for robbing her employers, im- 
plicated Vogel, who came under sus- 
picion when hft hired a lawyer to de- 
fend the girl- in court. 
In a 
more 
lengthy confession yesterday she said 
the dead woman, whom she calls Lot- 
tie Vogel, taught her to steal, accord- 
ing to Asst. District Btty Emory. 


Joseph van Plaszluskl was Vogel's 
right name, according to police rec- 
ords. Several times he "wept his way 
out of court" escaping conviction for 
robbery, hence the sobriquet of "weep- 
ing thief."

and other valuables, some of which 
has been identified.

THE MORSE CODE 


Was Not the Invention of Samuel H. 
"Morse According to Declaration by 
-Prof. Money 
-"\VASHI.VOTOX. 
Nov. 
2lt. — Tile 


Jtorse code hy which messages are 
flashed over the vast network of wirei 
throughout the civilized world was not 
the Invention of Samuel B- Morse, but 
of Irish origin, being the old Gaelic dot 
and dash alphabet in use as curly as 
1150. This declaration by Prof. James 
"Money before the archaeological soci- 
ety of Washington at its meeting in 
the national museum lias stirred up a 
heated controversy. 
Prof. Money de- 


clared thfll the Gaelic alphabet or the 
Ogcm system as it is known was actu- 
ally the basis of the so-called Morse 
code. He Insisted bis contention was 
fully carried out by the. records of the 
ancient Irish people, as found in ston-- 
and wooden carvings. 
' "There wore 17 letters in the Gaelic 
alphabet,"'ho declared, "and they hr- 
gan with one dash, went up to 
five 


dashes, then from five dashes down to 
one dash and then began the dots very 
much the same as the .Morse alphabet 
used by teli graphers."
